The Chrau people live ^in South Vietnam in the 
p^fOTineee of longkhanh, Binhtuy, Phucfetuy, and BiSn- 
hoa* \n ^ area, bonded rou^ly by the 2)Dngnal River, 
the langa River, Tanhlijah, Hamtftn, Baria, iKJngthanh, 
and TrangbCm. There are some Chrau villages as such, 
but the Chrau people mostly live scattered through- 
out, the area in the forests .or on the rubbei* planta- 
tions or mixed with the Vietnamese. The total Chrau 
Sppulation may be estimated at perhaps 15-20,000, 

The name Chrau itself aettially means simply 
montagnard*, and can be used in combinations such 
aa Ohrau Korho, Chrau »a48, etc. But when u»e4 by it- 
self, the name Chrau most often is used by these peo** 
pie in referring to themselveis* Some Chrau people 
refer to the group as Chrau Jro (or Ro) , while others 
use the name Jro only for a specific subgroup, and 
yet others refer the name Jro to a non- Chrau group. 

There are several dialects of Chrau, with dif- 
ferences both iJ9L pronunciation and vocabulary. We 
have followed xn general the dialect spoken aroxind 
XiiShl^o and adjacent areas, though the large majori- 
ty of the words listed in this vocab\ilary are used or 
understood throu^out most of the Chrau area. 
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
